May was apparently suffering 
from a self-inflicted gunshot 
from a 22 caliber pistol. They 
report that the shot was 
lodged against her spine, and, 
possibly causing paralysis. 

Miss May was not a 
native of the Elba area and 
was living with friends on 
Taylor Mill Road, within the 
city limits,

Blackmon had gone to the 
Riverside Restaurant and 
gotten a man to call the police 
and report the shooting, 

Police arrived to find Mor- 
ris on the floor in a back 
room with a shotgun wound 
in the neck, He apparently 
died instantly. A 12-gauge 
Single shot shotgun was lying 
on an open sofa bed in the 
front room of the house, It 
had been fired recently of- 
ficers said and they removed 
a spent shell from the gun, 

Morris and Reeves were 
friends but had had some 
trouble in past months, Reeves 
Suffered a cut on his back 
that took multiple stitches to 
repair several weeks ago and 
he charged Morris with 
cutting him, The case was 
heard in District Court the 
day court was held on the 
courthouse steps, Reeves 
asked that the charges be 
dropped, “because they were 
friends and he didn’t want 
Morris to lose his job.’’ Not- 
ing the seriousness of the act, 
Judge McAiley refused to allow 
him to drop the charges and 
heard the case,

witnessed the shooting and 
took several shots at the 
assailant, said the man fired 
at him twice, At first, Weeks 
could only tell officers that 
it was a black man in an old 
blue car, He said he knew 
him, but couldn’t remember 
the name, Later, he remem- 
bered the name, and officers 
immediately went to the farm 
of his parents, where he 
lived alone in a small house, 
Magwood was arrested with- 
out any resistance, and after 
questioning in the Elba 
courthouse, was taken to the 
Pike County jail in Troy 
where he remains at press 
time, 


Weeks said the car had 
been setting in front of the 
jail for about 15 minutes 
before the Sheriff arrived, 
It was parked just to the 
right of the main gate. 
Grantham parked his car 
across the street in front 
of Attorney Bill Stokes’ of- 
fice and walked to a garbage 
can at the extreme right of 
the fenced jail yard and to 
the right of the blue car, 
Weeks said the assailant got 
out of his car, walked around 
and met Grantham near the 
right side of his car and shot 
him in the chest, neck and 
head at close range. Accord- 
ing to Weeks, the man wield- 


“Sing the death gun came back 


around his car to the driver’s 
door and took a couple of 
shots at him, standing in the 
door of the jail, One shot 
struck the door facing about 
four feet high. Weeks said 
he had grabbed a gun when 
he heard the shots and shot 
several times at the killer, 
who backed out and drove 
off towards the East (or to 
the left), 


Grantham was rushed to 
the Elba General Hospital by 


the Elba Rescue Squad, but 
was pronounced dead on ar- 


rival, Weeks and Jailer John 
Barnes had summoned help 
and law officers fanned out 
over the county setting up 
road blocks, with the inform- 
ation that the Sheriff had 
been shot by a young black 
man driving an old blue car, 
Law enforcement officers 
from surrounding towns and 
counties responded 
diately, and within minutes 
every road and pig trail 
leaving Coffee County was 
covered by roadblocks, List- 
ening to the activities on the 
police radio, observors were 
amazed at the instant reaction 
and the unrehearsed profic- 
iency that was evident in the 
thirty minutes that elapsed 
between the shooting and the 
arrest of the suspect, 


When officers started 
pouring in to assist, a radio 
call from the Trooper station 


imme- 


in Dothan suggested that out- 
Siders ‘ring Coffee County’’ 
and let internal officers 
handle the search, This was 
done and no one was stumbl- 
ing over another enforce- 
ment officer, 


When Weeks remembered 
a name to put with his de- 
Scription of the hunted man, 
Several carloads of officers 
converged on the farm, How- 
ever, Magwood reportedly saw 
them coming after they had 
Surrounded the house, and as 
one officer said, he yelled 
“Here I am, police, on the 
porch.” He was unarmed when 
State Trooper R. W. Whit- 
worth arrested him and hand- 
cuffed him with handcuffs 
belonging to Elba policeman 
Buddy King, 

Officers obtained a search 
warrant for the small house 
Magwood occupied several 
hundred yards up a dead-end 
road, and found several guns 
and extra ammunition, They 
reportedly found a 38-caliber 
revolver on the sofa in the 
living room, believed to be 
the murder weapon, The 
blue car setting in front of 
the house fit the description 
of the killer’s car as given 
by eye witnesses, 


Unconfirmed reports indi- 
cate that law officers found 
several notes in the house 
with names of court officials 
and Elba businessmen, Offi- 
cers have not explained why 
they feel that at least one of 
the lists was a ‘‘hit list,” 
However, they have confirmed 
that Sheriff Grantham’s name 
was on at least one of the lists, 


Magwood had recently at-

Thursday morning routine included stopping at our office to 
get a copy of the latest edition andinviting the editor to have 
a cup of coffee with him at the jail, We hadn’t quite com- 
pleted our weekly newspaper mailing and declined the offer, as 
we often have done. We will never get the chance again. 


I recall a time when Neil was a deputy and had hadarash of 
cases , and long hours of work, The late Ralph Sparks was 
Sheriff and had told Neil to take some time off and “‘hide,’’ We 
decided to go fishing and no person except the sheriff was to 
know where Neil was for the afternoon, Well, when he went to 
park his county-owned car and get his fishing gear, someone 
Stopped to talk to him, When ye ole editor picked him up, ! Neil 
forgot his crickets and leftthemon the hood of the man’s car. 
He then called the police station and the message came to 
us over the radio and Neil’s secret was out! We went on and 
enjoyed the Thursday afternoon of carefree fishing, but Neil 
was months living down the jokes about “leaving clues” 
of his hide-a-way,

Soil Conservation News 


SOIL EROSION HURTS US ALL 


Soil erosion burts the 
farmer by reducing his top- 
Soil, washing away his fer- 
tility and by creating large 
gullies that takes more and 
more of his cropland every 
year, But it does not only 
hurt the farmer - the sedi- 
ments that are flowing into 
the streams and reservoirs 
hurts us all, The cost to 
dredge harbors, lakes, and 
rivers each year exceeds 
250 million dollars. Some 
people might say not to let 
them farm, but how do we 
feed the vast number of peo- 
ple depending on the American 
farmer to provide the Ameri- 
can consumer with three 
meals a day, No! Stopping 
farming is out of the question, 
So the logical answer is to 
apply conservation prac- 
tices on the land that is to be 
farmed, 

Who should pay for these 
practices? First, yousaythe 
farmer, but remember we are 
all going to reap the benefits 
So why juld the farmer 
pay the le bill? To give 
you some ideas of the costs 
we are talking about, let 
me give you an example, 


Farmer: John Doe 
Total Land: 500 Acres 
Cropland: $50 Acres 


The cost per acre to build 
terraces on all of Mr,Doe’s 
cropland would cost $35,000, 
Several waterways would be 
needed to carry the water from 
the terraces to a safe outlet. 
The average cost of a water- 
way in Coffee County is 
$400.00, figuring a con- 
servative estimate of eight 
waterways, adds an additional) 
$3,200 to the bill, Very few 
farms in Coffee County do 
not have their own gully 
which is eating up valuable 
cropland every year, So 
if we treated the gully to re- 
duce pollution downstream, 
the cost would average $4,500, 
So the bill to put this farm 
in good soil conserving: 
condition would be $45,700, 
After the farm is in good 
condition, the landowner, has 
to plow up his terraces in the 
fall after harvesting and again 
before planting to insure that 
they do not break during the 
growing season, The water- 
ways have to be fertilized- 
to maintain a healthy stand 
of grass throughout the year, 

The farmer does not reap 
all the benefits; however, 
all other Americans enjoy 
Swimming in clean streams, 
fishing in deep, clean ponds 
and lakes, and riding the 
boats and ships that follows 
our rivers and harbors, The 
American consumer enjoys 
having plenty of food at rea- 
‘sonable costs which will not 
continue unless we keep 
the soil in our fields instead 
of in our lakes and streams, 
Conservation pays us all, 


maybe not directly, but 
without doubts we all 
benefit indirectly, 


The U. S. Government 
through the USDA provides 
cost sharing incentives to 
landowners to apply conser- 
vation practices in Coffee 
County, Alabama and 
every other state in the na- 
tion. Our problems in the 
Wiregrass are, however, 
unique in that our soilis more 
erosive than that in North 
Alabama, A concentration 
of programs to accelerate 
the application of conservation 
practices in this area is 
needed, There is one program 
that has this as an objective 
in the USDA, that is the 
Small Watershed Program. 
This program is authorized 
by Public Law 566-Watershed 
Protection and Flood Pre- 
vention Act, 

This program helps large

LIME 

Many times I am asked 
what is the difference in 
liming materials, Also, why 


is dolomitic limestone re- 
quired sometimes on a Soil 
test and other times it is 
not? The only time dolo- 
mitic limestone is recom- 
mended by the soil testing 
laboratory is when the mag- 
nesium .is low, The dolo- 
mitic limestone is the 
cheapest way to apply mag- 
nesium to your soil. 

Different liming mater- 
ials have different neutraliz- 
ing values, They are: - 

(1) Ground Dolomitic Lime- 
stone is 95 to 108, (2) - 
Ground Calcitic Limestone 
is 85 to 100, (3) Selma Chalk 
is 50 to 90, (4) Ground Oys- 
ter Shells is 90 to 100, - 
(5) Basic Slag is 50 to 70, 
(6) Gypsum is none, and 
(7) Flue Dust is 75 to 100, 

The speed with which 
lime reacts with your soil 
is depending on the fine- 
ness of the material, The 
finer the material the quick- 
er the reaction, 

SWINE FEEDS ; 

Many swine producers mix 
their own feed athome. There 
are generally three types of 
home mix rations. (1) Grain 
plus a commercial supple- 
ment - This is the simplest 
way of making a ration. - 
(2) Mixing a complete ra- 
tion - This is the most dif- 
ficult one to do. (3) Grain 
plus soybean meal and a 
premix - This is probably 
the most practical compro- 
mise, 

Mixing feed at home is 
certainly not recommended 
for every swine producer. 
You have to be using enough 
feed to justify the cost of 
the grinder and the extra 
labor required to mix the 
feed,

Most of the calcium in 
the body is in the bones and 
teeth. However, calcium also 
plays a vital role in blood- 
clotting, in maintaining 
muscle tone and irritability, 
is a factor in regulating the 
heartbeat, and serves in the 
activation of some of the 
enzymes,

Using kitchen appliances

A full freezer will main- 
tain its temperature much 
better than one only partial- 
ly full in which the air spills 
out every time it is opened, 
Don’t buy a freezer that is 
too big for your needs, 

Never set refrigerator 
temperature controls lower 
than required to maintain pro- 
per temperature.
